1 . Claims 1-4 and 6,8-15, 25-28are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 
None of the references of record teaches or suggests the claimed a tunable laser 
assembly, said assembly comprising: a laser; a highly reflective bottom mirror; a convex 
mirror; and a guided-mode grating resonant filter, said guided-mode grating resonant 
filter pivotably mounted between said laser and said mirror, wherein movement of said 
guided-mode grating resonant filter relative to said laser varies the wavelength of 
energy emitted from the laser.
